COMMODORE PERRY’S CANNON BALLS. 
By J. H. Galbraith. 


For The Associated Press. 
Camion halls used 
by the guns of Commodore 
Perry's fleet in the decisive battle nu Lake Erie at 
Put in-Bay, Rcpt IO, 1813. were made iu the furnace 
plant of a man named Grant, at Steubenville, but 
whose plant was oil the east side of the Ohio oppo 
site that town. 
They were not shells, but solid shot, made rather 
rough to fit the bore of Hie Commodore’s guns, the 
range of the gnus aud the marksmanship of his 
gunners being far below that of even the small ord 
nance of today. 
The balls were sent by water as far as possible 
toward Erie, P a, where the fleet was constructed 
and fitted out, and from that point were transport­ 
ed in bags on the backs of packmules the rest of 
the way to Erie. 
It is interesting to note that the 
ammunition used In tliat notable battle, like the 
fleet and the men who manned the ships, wa* a 
western product.
